It  contains  not  a  single  exhortation  to  repent 
and  come  to  Christ.  It  is  only  calculated  to  fill 
an  anxious  mind  with  gloom  and  despair.  But 
this  should  never  be  the  effect  of  a  preached 
gospel.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  next  ser¬ 
mon  in  the  volume,  “On  Repentance,”  is  by 
a  happy  but  not  uncommon  inconsistency,  free 
from  all  this  jargon,  and  summons  sinners  im¬ 
mediately  to  duty.

many  souls.  Our  church,  which  a  year  and  a  half  ago 
consisted  of  T5  members,  has  more  than  doubled.  Not  a 
communion  has  passed  without  additions.  The  revival  in 
8tow's  Square  still  continues.”

Dear  Brother  Leavitt. — I  have  seen  in  the  Evangelist 
some  account  of  what  God  has  done  in  Franklin,  and  I 
think  you  will  be  gratified  to  hear  that  God  is  still  display¬ 
ing  his  mercy  and  grace  in  this  county.  I  never  attended 
a  meeting  before  where  Christians  seemed  so  deeply  hum¬ 
bled,  as  in  Franklin  ;  never  before  did  I  hear  such  agoni¬ 
zing  prayer  for  impenitent  sinners  ;  and  the  elfeet  was 
wonderful,  as  will  be  evident  from  the  great  numbers  who 
hopefully  submitted  to  God. 

While  meetings  were  attended  in  the  towns  noticed  by 
brother  Waterbury,  and  in  some  others,  with  similar  ef¬ 
fects  as  in  Franklin,  though  not  equally  powerful  in  all  ca¬ 
ses,  my  people  seemed  to  be  waking  up 


the  religious  community. 

No.  2,— I  know  a  professor  of  religion,  who 
expentletl  one  thousand  dollars  in  furnishing  a 
drawingroom  ;  and  who  invited  several  mission¬ 
aries,  and  friends  of  missions,  to  meet  at  his 
house,  the  evening  previous  to  the  embarkation 
of  these  heralds  of  the  cross  to  ^ir  destination, 
where  they  were  to  live  iu  huts,  without  floors, 
or  with  scarcely  the  necessaries  of  life. 

No.  3. — I  know  a  female  professor  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  denomination,  wliq  decks  her  person  with 
“  gold,  pearls,  and  costly  array,”  as  if  she  had 
been  dipped  in  Pactolus,  notwithstanding  the 
/aithfiil  JuDSON  has  so  solemnly  addressed  Chris¬ 
tian  females,  as  Paul  did,  “  to  put  away  these 
things,  as  becometh  women  professing  godliness, 
and  adorn  themselves  with  good  works.” 

No.  4. — I  know  six  or  eight  professors  of  the 
Presbyterian  denomination,  who  have  expended 
$15  to  $20,000  each  in  building  dwelling  hou¬ 
ses,  the  contracts  for  which  were  made  during  a 
revival  of  religion,  and  Ihe  corner  stones  were 
laid  while  dying  sinners  nniund  them,  and  indi.s- 
tant  places,  were  famishing  lor  the  bread  of  life. 
And  what  is  more  distressing,  these  professors 
are  some  officers  of  churches,  and  all  “  ardent , 
friends  of  missions.” 

No.  5. — I  know  a  professor,  an  elder  of  a 
church,  who  rents  a  house  at  eight  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  a  year,  and  gives  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  for  the  education  of  a  little  son,  while  he

It  was  also,  Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  to  their 
chinches  to  observe  the  first  Monday  of  January  next,  as 
a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  for  the  conversioa  of  the 
world,  agreeaWy  to  the  nrnmmendalion  of  last  General 
Assembly. — Jerttmul  ahd  Telegraph.

— Oitr  read¬ 
ers  recollect  that  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board,  they 
found  that  the  responsibilities,  cares,  and  labors  in  the  de¬ 
partment  of  correspondence  hare  become  so  numerous, 
that  the  Board  thought  it  necessary  to  introduce  a  new  or¬ 
ganization,  and  appointed  three  co-ordinate  Secretaries, 
each  with  his  separate  sphere  of  duty,  for  which  he  is  re¬ 
sponsible  to  the  prudential  committee.  We  learn  from  the 
Missionary  Herald  that  the  following  is  the  division  of  la¬ 
bor  adopted. 

The  domestic  correspondence,  including  the  general  su' 
perinlendence  of  agencies,  and  the  visiting  of  theological 
seminaries,  and  meetings  of  ecclesiastical  bodies— the 

foreign  correspondence - and  the  correspondence  with 

missions  among  the  Indians,  with  the  editing  of  the  Mis 
sionarv  HeraltT ;— form  the  general  outline  in  the  disiribu' 
lion  of  particular  duties  ;  but  there  will  be  many  duties 
common  to  the  three,  and  each  will  of  course  assist  the 
no  income  |  there  shall  be  occasion.

Cholera  in  St.  Louis. — A  correspondent  of  the 
Evangelist,  dating  Oct,  16th,  says,  “  The  cholera  is  now 
in  St.  Look  without  any  doubt.  Report  says  15  cases 
yesterday,  the  number  to-day  is  not  yet  ascertained.  W 
expect  to  see  it  make  fearful  ravages  among  our  poor 
and  black  population.” 

Cholera  at  Cincinnati. — The  disease  seems  to  be 
marked  with  peculiar  malignity  ;  the  proportion  of  deaths 
to  cases,  and  to  population,  being  gieater  than  in  any  other 
city  on  the  continent.  The  Journal  says, 

Although  the  majority  of  those  who  have  died  with 
here  as  in  other  places,  have  been  from  the  lower  classes, 
and  many  of  them  dissipated,  yet  several  of  our  most  re- 
surctablo  citizens  have  fallen  ;  among  whom  are  Rev.  Mr. 
Harris,  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  of 
the  Methodist  church  ;  Dr.  Bush,  Mr.  Kemper,  Mr.  Grant, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Picket,  and  others.  Many  arc  seized  sud¬ 
denly,  without  any  premonitory  symptoms,  though  in  most 
cases,  the  individuals  are  unwell  for  several  hours  or  day 
before  the  attack.  Our  citizens  are  nearly  all  more 
less  affected  with  disease. 

As  yet,  no  measures  have  bean  taken  to  suppress  the 
grog  shops,  or  to  diminish  4he  amount  of  dram  urinkifig. — 
On  ihu  contrary,  several  retailers  arc  making  their  boast 
that  they  sell  a  far  greater  quantity  of  liquors  noto  than 
thev  did  before,  the  people  resorting  to  it  as  a  preventive.

METHODIST  MISSION  TO  AFRICA. 

We  lake  great  pleasure  in  observing  from  the  New 
England  Christian  Herald,  that  the  mission  proposed  by 
the  Christian  enterprise  of  Methodist  young  men  in  New 
England,  is  about  to  go  into  operation. 

The  Rev.  Rufus  Spaulding  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Os¬ 
good  Wright,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  have 
been  appointed  by  the  bishops  as  missionaries  to  labor  in 
Liberia,  and  among  the  natives  in  its  vicinity. 

From  tho  same  (taper  we  abridge  the  following  account 
of  a  missionary  meeting : 

The  first  public  anniversary  of  the  Young  Men’s  Me¬ 
thodist  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  New  England,  was 
held  on  Sunday  evening  last  in  the  Methodist  chapel  in 
Bromfield  street.  Although  but  littio  more  than  a  year 
has  elapsed  since  the  first  steps  were  taken  towards  orga¬ 
nizing  this  society,  it  ha*  already  awakened  a  deep,  and 
as  we  fondly  hope  a  lasting  interest.  It  has  roused  ener¬ 
gies  which  have  lain  dormant,  and  it  has  opened  a  channel 
through  wliich  those  who  have  felt  for  the  lands  that  lay  in 
darkness,  may  exercise  their  benevolence  by  contributing 
directly  to  their  relief. 

The  venerable  Bishop  Iledding  delivered  a  sermon  on 
the  occasion,  from  James  v.  20,  which  was  characterized 
by  perspicuity,  soundness  of  argument,  and  feeling  ap¬ 
peals  to  fact,  in  relation  to  missionary  enterprises. 

The  audience  were  afteewards  addressed  in  a  short  but 
feeling  manner  by  brothers  Spaulding  and  Wright,  whose 
touching  appeals  to  the  audience,  must  have  produced  in 
many  a  mind  the  determination  never  to  suffer  them  to  la¬ 
bor  unaided  and  unohorished  in  a  hostile  clime. 

Two  anthems  and  two  original  hymns,  one  of  which 
was  set  to  excellent  music  by  Lowell  Mason,  Esq.  were 
Sling  by  the  choir  in  a  manner  very  creditable  to  their 
taste  and  execution. 

We  hail  the  omens  presented  hy  this  meeting  as  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  cause  of  Methodist  missions. 
A  work  has  begun,  which  will  never  cease,  we  trust,  till 
the  best  energies  of  the  young  men  of  the  M.  E.  church 
shall  be  inlistcd  ;  and  then  shall  wo  see,  not  a  feeble 
band  of  two  or  three,  but  scores  going  forth  to  carry  the 
light  of  salvation  to  the  perishing  nations  of  the  distant 
parts  of  the  earth.

SYNOD  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  member  of  the  synod  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  to  the  editor,  dated  Lowistown,  Oct.  26,  1832. 

Dear  Brother — The  synod  have  been  arduously  enga¬ 
ged  in  the  proseculiun  of  matters,  which  have  come  he- 
fore  them  touching  the  2d  presbytery  of  Philadelphia.  At 
a  very  early  period  of  the  session,  while  the  roll  was  yet 
incomplete,  a  motion  was  made  lo  iccogn'ize  the  2d  Pres¬ 
bytery,  as  a  constituent  member  of  the  synod.  It  was  in¬ 
tended  to  follow  up  this,  by  a  distinct  declaration  of  the 
unconstitutionality  of  the  act  of  Assembly  constituting  the 
said  Presbytery.  This  motion  gave  rise  to  a  protracted 
and  very  interesting  debate,  (even  before  we  had  proceed¬ 
ed  to  the  choice  of  a  moderator,)  which  lasted  untH  noon 
of  the  second  day  j  and  after  mature  deliberation  it  was 
decided  not  to  receive,  or  acknowledge  the  2d  Preebytory, 
on  the  ground  that  the  rights  of  tho  synod  were  infringed, 
by  the  act  of  the  Assembly.  The  vote  stood)  to  receive, 
29— against  reception,  44.  Rev.  Mr.  Linn,  of  thepra^y. 
tery  of  Huntingdon,  was  then  elected  moderator,  and 
Messrs.  Belville  and  Steel,  were  re-appointed  clerks — a 
difficulty  then  aros#  as  tu  Jhe  place  in  the  synod  of  Dr. 
Ely,  Mr.  Patterson,  Mr.  Barnes  and  Henry  Neill, M.  D., 
and  after  a  long  discussion,  which  continued  until  half  past 
9,  P.  M.,  it  was  resolved  lo  admit  these  brethren,  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  tho  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  if  they  desired  it.

useful  tract  distribution  in  that  country  is  daily 
widening.  The  demand  for  tracts  issued  by 
that  society  on  the  cholera,  was  for  a  time  so 


repugnant  to  the  best  feelings  of  religion  to 
restrain  the  circulation  of  excellent  memoirs,  for  instance. 
Do  men  and  women,  who  give  their  lives  to  God,  desire 
that  the  history  of  the  same  should  be  restrained  in  its  cir¬ 
culation  by  copy  right  7  Do  they  not  desire  to  speak  to 
the  world  after  they  are  dead  7 

But  after  all,  it  must  be  confessed,  there  are  difficulties 
in  this  matter.  And  as  we  cannot  positively  decide  it  to  be 
wrong,  for  the  Book  Committee  lo  take  copy  rights  for 
good  religious  books,  even  where  they  ore  little  more 
than  a  reprint  of  English  works  ;  equally  incompetent 
are  we  to  sit  in  judgment  over  the  committee  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  Sunday  School  Union,  in  regard  lo  their  copy  rights. 
If  it  should  be  made  to  appear,  in  regard  to  either  of 
these  Book  Committees,  that  they  regulate  their  prices 
so  as,  out  of  all  their  business  to  just  make  profits  enougir 
to  clear  their  actual  expenses  in  the  book  business,  wa  think 
the  Christian  public  will  acquit  that  one  from  the  charge  of 
unwarrantably  “  restraining  the  circulation”  of  useful 
books,  by  copy  rights.  Mk

I  piesunie,  in  ftict  he  in¬ 
formed  me,  that  he  had  spent  every  cent  of  it  in  lottery

It  may  be  further  obser;#!,  that  the  reason  of  the  thing 
shows  that  the  validity  of  baptism  does  not  consist  in Jbe 
quantity  of  water  used,  nor  in  the  mode  of  applying  it. 

One  m^e  may,  indeed,  be  more  significant  than  another, 
and  on  that  account  may  be  preferable  ;  but  the  different 
modes  in  use  among  the  churches  all  tend,  essentially,  to 
represent  the  same  thing,  a  renovation  or  cleansing  by 
means  of  the  death  of  Christ,  and  through  the  sanctifying 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and,  hence,  it  appears  un¬ 
reasonable,  and  arbitrary,  to  select  one  of  them  only,  and 
say  that  alt  the  reel  are  invalid. 

Baptism  is,  at  most,  only  an  outward  purification.  It 
has  no  inherent  influ|^e  to  wash  away  tin.  Its  virtue, 
therefore,  does  not  emsist  in  the  quantity  of  water  used  ; 
but  in  the  anewtr  of  a  good  oomedence,  which  may  be  pos¬ 
sessed  in  the  use  of  difereut  modes. 

Again  ;  the  gracious  King  of  Zion  does  not  appear  to 
make  any  difference  in  his  treatment  of  those  ministers 
and  churches  who  d»  not  practice  immersion,  and  those 
who  do.  He  continues  the  light  of  evangelical  truth  as 
clearly,  in  the  former,  as  in  the  latter  ;  pours  out  his  Spirit 
ae  copiouely  u|>oa  them  ;  dwells  in  their  hearU  ae  richly  ; 
communes  with  them  at  his  table  ae  freely  ;  blesses  and 
prospers  them  at  evidently ;  and  acknowledges  them, 
every  way,  as  his,  with  as  much  “potocrand  demonetration 
of  the  Spirit.” 

Hence  we  have  the  testimony  of  God’s  providence,  and 
the  seal  of  his  Spirit,  to  the  truth  of  the  foi^oing  doctrine. 
Certainly,  the  Lord  does  not  make  any  dmerence  in  the 
numerous  revivals  of  religion,  with  which  the  world  is 
blessed,  between  those  who  do  not  immerse  and  those  who 
do :  to  say  the  least,  none  that  will  operate  against  the 
former. 

And  this  furnishes  evidence  that  both  belong  to  his  king¬ 
dom  ;  the  former  as  truly  as  the  latter,  and  that  the  mode 
of  their  baptism  is  as  valid.

Croswell,  of  Connecticut;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ducachot,  of 
Virginia ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blanchard,  of  Maryland ;  Peter 
A.  Jay,  Esq.  of  New  York ;  Gavin  Hogg,  Esq.  of  North 
Carolina;  William  Meredith,  Esq.  of  Pennsylvania;  and 
Edward  Colston,  Esq.  of  Virginia,  were  appointed  the 
committee  on  testimonials  for  consecration.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Delancey,  of  Pennsylvania  ;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lyell,  of 
New  York  ;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Crocker,  of  Rhode  Island  ;  Bur- 
rage  Beach,  Esq.  of  Connecticut ;  William  A.  Duer,  Esq. 
of  New  York ;  and  Samuel  J.  Donaldson,  Esq.  of  Mary¬ 
land,  were  appointed  a  joint  committee  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  a  "  report  that  Bishop  Chase  had  resigned  his 
Episcopal  charge,  and  removed  without  the  limits  of  the 
Protestant  ^iscopal  church  in  the  United  States.  The 
House  of  Bishops  notified  the  appointment  of  Bishops 
White,  Bowen,  and  Brownell,  on  their  part. 

On  Saturday,  the  joint  committee  on  the  bishopric  of 
Ohio,  reported  that  there  was  a  vacancy  in  that  bishopric, 
and  the  minority  of  the  committee  presented  a  counter 
report.  On  Monday,  the  debate  was  commenced  on  the 
subject.  After  much  preliminary  matter,  reading  of  docu¬ 
ments,  &c.  President  Duer,  of  Columbia  College,  look 
up  the  argument  in  favor  of  the  committee’s  report.  The 
facts, as  he  stated  them,  are  briefly  as  follows; 

The  facts  were,  that  on  the  9th  of  September,  1831,  the 
Rl.  Rev.  Philander  Chase  resigned  his  Episcopal  juris¬ 
diction  into  the  hands  of  the  Ohio  Convention,  slating 
that  the  motive  of  his  resignation  was  some  dispute  which 
had  occurred  between  him  as  the  President  of  Kenyon 
College,  and  the  Trustees  of  that  college,  and  had  no  re¬ 
ference  to  his  connection  with  the  diocese  as  bishop.  But, 
by  the  constitution  of  the  college,  its  president  must  be 
the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  and  to  disencumber  himself  of 
the  presidency  of  the  college,  he  resigned  his  office  as  bi¬ 
shop.  The  diocesan  convention  deliberated  upon  his  re¬ 
signation,  endeavored  without  success  to  pravail  upon  him 

to  withdraw  it,  and  finally  approved  and  accepted  it. _ 

Judge  Duer  went  on  to  stale  the  subsequent  proceedings 
of  the  convention  in  relation  to  the  matter  resulting  in  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Charles  P.  M’llvaine,  for  bishop  of

If  a  casual  observer  should 
chance  to  drop  into  one  of  our  churches  on  a  communion 
occasion  what  would  his  eye  behold,  but  the  surface  of  an 
extensive  milliner’s  shop,  spread  out  over  almost  the  whole 
female  part  of  the  assembly  7  And  ho  might  see  many 
geal8>i//ed  with  the  dresses  of  four  or  five,  which  would 
conveniently  seat  the  persons  of  six  properly  clad.  And 
if  he  shpuld  inspect  more  closely  the  grotesque  appeat- 
ance  of  the  audience,  would  ;  ho  not  find  that  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  gay  dresses  was  much  larger  than  in  an  ordinary 
promiscuous  assembly  7  But  I  need  not  pursue  (his  sub¬ 
ject  any  farther,  lo  prove  the  existence  of  the  evil  ;  for  it 
IS  an  evil  which  shows  itself  to  our  eveiy  day  observation, 
and  one  too  which  ia  obviously  increasing  upon  us.  And
